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fogeler Trial 
Ended, Verdict 
Due Tomorrow 


American Confessed 
Without Duress, He 
Says; Asks Mercy 


BUDAPEST. Hungary , Feb. 20 
—(AP>—The trial of U. S. Busi- 
nrssman Robert A. Vogeler and 
six others on spy charges ended 
today , with the prosecution de­ 
manding “the most severe pun­ 
ishment.“ Court was adjourned 
until tomorrow, when the verdict 
will be read. 
Vogeler. in an abject “last word 
statement” to the people’s court, 
declared he had confessed to the 
charges without “any pressure or 
insults.“ 
“1 know I have to suffer pun­ 
ishment,” the assistant vice presi­ 
dent of the International Tele­ 
phone and Telegraph Co., said, 
“but hope that the court will con­ 
sider my request for a mild sen­ 
tence and also the argumenta­ 
tion of my lawy er.” 
The attorney for the 38-y ear- 
old businessman admitted to the 
court that 
Vogeler’s 
activities 
“caused tears and blood,” but he 
said Vogeler’s deeds cannot be 
considered from the same stand­ 
point as similar deeds by Hun­ 
garian citizens. 
Prosecutor Gy ula 
Alapi, 
the 
game man who prosecuted Josef 
Cardinal Mindszenty and form­ 
er Vice Premier 
Laszlo Rajk, 
called Vogeler a great spy whose 
punishment should be commen­ 
surate with his deeds. 
Alapi told the peoples court 
that Vogeler “is a spy who lost 
and was unmasked.” 
Alapi made the charge after 
nine witnesses had paraded to the 
stand to testify that Vogeler and 
his co-defendants were guilty of 
sabotage and 
spy ing 
for the 
United States intelligence serv­ 
ices. 
It could not be learned im­ 
mediately what possible penal­ 
ties the defendants face, 
Vogeler. on trial with six co- 
defendants. asked for a mild sen­ 
tence Saturday 
after 
pleading 
guilty . He said he used his busi­ 
ness connections as a cover for 
professional intelligence activi­ 
ties and that nearly all American 
businessmen in Eastern Europe 
were required to turn in intelli­ 
gence reports to the U. S. 
Six co-defendants, who con­ 
fessed to similar charges, were 
Edgar Sanders, a British official 
in the Standard Electric Co., a 
Hungarian subsidiary of I. T. & 
T.; Imre Geiger, Hungarian man­ 
ager of the 
company ; 
Zoltán 
Rado, a section chief in the Hun­ 
garian ministry of heavy trade; 
Edina Doery , hotel barmaid and 
telephone operator; Rev. Istvan 
Justh. a Roman Catholic priest, 
and Klemen Dokokoa. chief ac­ 
countant for the Standard Co. 
Alapi has asked “severest pun­ 
ishment” for Geiger and Rado. 
(Vogeler’s friends abroad have 
expressed disbelief in the confes­ 
sion he recited in court. They said 
his calm manner was not in char­ 
acter and some of his testimony 
did not square with known facts.)

U. S. Pushing 
Planning For 
Atomic Subs 


Expect Appropriation 
Request To Advance 
Reactor Propulsion 


WASHINGTON, 
Feb. 
20 — 
(AP)—An informed source dis 
closed today that 
the 
United 
States is pushing plans to start 
construction of what it hopes will 
be the world's first atomic 
powered submarine. 
This source 
said 
discussions 
are underway between the Navy 
and the Electric Boat Corp. at 
Groton, Conn., in regard to con­ 
struction of a submarine hull in 
which could be 
installed an 
atomic energy reactor that may 
be developed by the Atomic Bn 
ergy Commission. The company 
built many of the Navy ’a sub 
marines in World War II. 
The discussions were describ 
ed as so far advanced that quite 
likely Congress will be asked to 
add an 
appropriation 
for the 
work to the 1951 Navy budget 
for the y ear beginning July 1. 
Some lawmakers said a* week 
ago a race between the U. S. and 
Russia to be first to develop an 
atomic-powered sub was a pos­ 
sible complication in efforts to 
produce a hy drogen bomb. 
The Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion in a report last month re­ 
vealed 
that 
considerable pro­ 
gress has been made toward de­ 
veloping 
reactors 
suitable for 
submarine or ship propulsion. 
Study is also being made on a 
proposed reactor for aircraft. 
Nuclear reactors are machines 
for putting energy to work un­ 
der 
controlled 
conditions. 
In 
contrast, an atomic bomb explo­ 
sion is instantaneous, an uncon­ 
trolled nuclear reaction. 
Under controlled 
conditions, 
scientists say , the amount of nu­ 
clear fuel that is destroy ed in a 
small fraction of a second by an 
explosion may be utilized for 
months and perhaps 
even for 
y ears to give off useful energy . 
Some lawmakers believe that 
a 
nuclear - engine 
submarine 
might well revolutionize Naval 
warfare. Such a sub might have 
an almost unlimited 
range 
of 
action. 


Bevin Seeking 
Posl- ECA Aid 


Tells People Talks 
With U.S. UnderWay 


LONDON, Feb. 20—CAP)—Bri- 
tain’s election campaign dragged 
toward a close today with a state­ 
ment by Foreign Secretary Ernest 
Bevin that his Labor regime is 
discussing steps with the U. S. to 
get economic assistance when the 
Marshall plan ends in 19 52. 
Meanwhile, both

“We are

discussing 
with the United States the situa­ 
tion which may arise (when the 
Marshall plan ends). We are tak­ 
ing every possible step in order 
that there will be no economic 
crisis and catastrophe and to en­ 
sure that we move steadily over 
from one sy stem 
to the other, 
which is what America wants to 
see—Europe on its own feet and 
with its own dignity contributing 
once again to the great civiliza­ 
tion whose cradle she rocked and 
developed over so many cen­ 
turies.” 
“We are working hard.”

added “to see whether we can 
bring 
about 
a new 
pay ment 
scheme in exchange which will 
not involve us in this gold and 
dollar business, and which will 
not cut across our own common­ 
wealth and overseas territories.”

ROCKVILLE CENTRE, N. Y., 
Feb. 20—(AP) — A dazed and 
grief-stricken motorman, blamed 
for a railroad collision in which 
29 persons were tilled and 105 
others injured, was ordered into 
court today on a manslaughter 
charge. 
Authorities said, however, that 
injuries suffered by the motor­ 
man, Jacob Kiefer, 55, might 
force postponement of the ar­ 
raignment. 
Kiefer was placed under ar­ 
rest at his home 
after Friday 
night’s crackup on the Long Is­ 
land Railroad—the worst rail­ 
road wreck in the nation since 
19 46 
Nassau County District Attor­ 
ney Frank A. Gulotta said Kiefer 
drove his train through one red 
light, and possibly two, before 
two electric commuter trains 
crashed on a temporary siding. 
Thirty -eight of the infured re­ 
mained in hospitals today , 17 of 
them in critical condition. 
Keifer’s son, Donald, said last 
night his father still was unable 
to think clearly but was “over­ 
whelmed by grief.” 
The motorman, his son said, 
“has had but a few minutes of 
clear thinking since the realiza­ 
tion of what happened Friday 
night struck him.”

Mills added that the total visi­ 
ble supply would last about three 
day s. Poor weather and “some 
strip mine violence” have slowed 
down deliveries of 
strip-mine 
coal, mainly coming in from Tus­ 
carawas county , he asserted. 
In Cleveland, only two emer­ 
gency requests for 
coal were 
passed to to the city by retail coal 
dealers, Leroy Diehl, city coal 
coordinator, reported. Diehl sug­ 
gested that people, alarmed about 
the coal situation, had stocked up 
in the summer and then had con­ 
served their fuel. Also contribu­ 
ting greatly , he indicated, was 
extensive conversion by small in­ 
dustries to gas for space heating.

Public Demand Responsible 
For Aiding To Economy Home 


The 
“Economy 
House** 
has 
grown up. It was born in early 
1949 as a basic cottage to meet 
the demand for a modern home 
within the reach of most fam­ 
ily budgets. But 
when people 
saw it they wanted this and that 
added, so during the y ear it began 
to grow. 
Launched with the blessing of 
the Federal Housing Administra­ 
tion and championed by builders 
who saw it as private industry ’s 
challenge to public housing, 
it 
was a house with a ground area 
of 24 by 32 feet or thereabouts, 
covering 768 sq uare 
feet. 
This 
was enough to accommodate two 
bedrooms, kitchen, bath, living 
room and dining alcove. Where 
local building codes permitted, 
the house was built without a 
basement. Where buy ers* accept­ 
ance permitted, the roof 
pitch 
was lowered to save further costs. 
But as 1949 went on, and needs 
of growing families were ex press­ 
ed, ex pansion attics and basement 
storage space came into demand. 
Because of the preference 
for 
basement heating plants in north­ 
ern states, the first enlargement 
of the basic plan provided a cel­ 
lar. 
Soon an architect pointed out 
by 
enlarging 
the 
minimum 
house 20 per cent the total cost 
would be raised only 10 per cent 


and another bedroom could be 
added. 
The architect designed a larger 
economy house using the same 
basic plan of 768 sq uare feet and 
planned 
a house with complete 
cellar, heating sy stem and recre­ 
ation room or hobby space. 
Architects point out that in lo­ 
calities where the basic “economy 
house” could be built for less 
tha n $7,000, and its brother with 
a basement could be 
built for 
around $7,5 00, this complete six - 
room model can be built for5less 
than $9,000. 
This compact 
six -room 
plan 
combines all the popular features 
of larger homes and is attractive 
and modern in all details. 
Any 
ty pe of heating plant can be used, 
as well as 
different 
materials, 
without making the cost too high. 
It is designed to meet FHA bank 
and 
building 
department 
re­ 
q uirements. 
The combined liv­ 
ing areas of the first and second 
floors is 1,15 0 sq uare feet. 
Allotment Planned 
A new allotment is being plan­ 
ned in the southeast section of 
Salem on the site of the old Fair­ 
grounds. 
Burt C. 
Capel, local 
realtor, is developing the allot­ 
ment. Blueprints are now in the 
hands of the City Planning Com­ 
mission.

Then American offi­ 
cials will start getting skittish be­ 
cause of this fall’s congressional 
I elections. 
One reason is that the British 
may want another loan—$2,000,- 
000,000 to $4,000,000,000. Or the 
British may seek direct aid for 
the sterling area—a kind of Mar­ 
shall 
plan 
under some other 
name. 
The British and Americans will 
have to wrestle with Britain’s 
biggest single dollar problem— 
the so-called “ sterling balances.” 
Great Britain now owes Com­ 
monwealth countries about $9 ,- 
000,000,000 worth of devalued 
pounds for services received dur­ 
ing the war. 
These countries have been us­ 
ing the sterling balances to buy 
goods 
that 
Britain 
otherwise 
might sell for cash. 
The British, when they come to 
Washington, will want the United 
States to do something to relieve 
this drain on British production. 
They will argue that they cannot 
cut off the flow of their goods to 
India, for instance, without caus­ 
ing a drop in the standard of liv­ 
ing there and inviting Commun­ 
ists to take over. 
British ex ports to the United 
States spurted after 
the pound 
was devalued in September. Bri­ 
tain also has improved its dol­ 
lar resefves, but they still are 
ab o u t 15 p er cent below what the 
British call a “ safe” level. And 
the effects of devaluation’s shot- 
in-the-arm are wearing off.
